faáM E SHOULD BE AFFORDED. 
As man encroaches further and farther on the 
rights and privileges of Hie lower animals, more 
to tl protecting the lives of the binds and animals 
should be pa rsed and obeyed. Just as the buffalo, 
and the heath hefl have been practically destroy­ 
ed, So will the ducks, quail, deer and other such 
game became extimt, unless they are afforded 
better protect too. It is estimated that even in 
the laws now on the statute books were enforced 
to the íetter, stiH about twice as much game is 
beinraM l meh year as ought to be. 
As man moves further back into the country 
clearing the forests away, as he goes, the places 
where the lower animals can live in safety become 
fewer and fewer. Some of the game birds and 
animals most prized by mankind are destined to 
become extinct, according to people who know 
whereof they speak, unless prompt measures are 
taken to protect them. 
The wild game does not only have to face the 
steady march of civilization, but the modern guns 
used by sportsmen, so Called ,are very destructive. 
The rapidity with which hunters can move from 
one hunting precinct to another adds another 
menace to the game of our day and time. It is 
said that every year over five million hunters go 
forth against the game of the country. 
If it can be sufficiently impressed upon the 
minds of the hunters of the country and upon the 
much needed by our wild birds and animals will 
minds of the people generally, the protection so 
be afforded. 
Voluntarily, all the people, the 
hunters included, will see to lt that America’s 
wild game is adequately protected. 
The Alabama legislature will doubtless be called 
upon, from aB reports, to pass some stringent 
game protection law. The solons should study the 
game situation with great care before taking any 
action as to new laws, but in all probability the 
more they study and think about the present con­ 
dition of the game of the state, the more they 
will be moved to afford it better protection. 
There will possibly be strong opposition to more 
stringent game laws, but if they are convinced 
the state needs additional legislation with respect 
to the game of Hie state, the solans should stand 
firm against such opposition and put such laws on 
thd statute books as the friends of our wild life 
recommend.
